c. 1. who was flain in the Middle of the Temple, The 
only Objeétion to this is, that Gy epovevoae whom 
Ye flew, can’t belong to him, whenas he was not flain 
at that time 3 which is eafily anfwer'd, if we conjider, 
that the Aorift may be render'd very fitly, whom Ye 
fhall have flain: nd fo Cyprian de Valera renders 
it in tbe Spanifh Bib'e, whom Ye killed, that is, /ays 
be, thal) kill. Befides, ‘tis ordinary in Prophefies to 
Ufe the time pafs'd for that to come : Thus Rev. 2d. 
roth. and St. Paul in bis sft. Epilt. to the Theffal.

{ fingular in this Opinion, which I find agreable to be 
the Concurrent Opinion of the ever-memorable and Pi- 
ous Bifbop Taylor, in his great Exemplar, Part tft.

whom in the Perfons of their Progenirors they flew, 
this were Enough to let them know withall, that 
they fhoud affuredly fuffer for their own Perfonal 
Executions ; this, we fay, were enough ro Inforin 
them of ir, tho’ the latter had not been propos'd as 
the Occafion of the former.

As for Zachary the Son of Baruch, we are hum- 
bly of Opinion, that he may be reafonably excluded 
upon thefe Accounts, 

i. We may gather from a Comparifon of the 
Septuagint-Tranflation with the Hebrew Original, 
that Baruch and Barachias are rwo Diftiné, Uncon- 
yertible Names. 

2. From Luke 11. 506 We learn, that our Savi- 
our's Zachary was a Prophet. Bur as this agrees not 
with the Son of Baruch, fo it accurately comports 
with the Son of Fehoiada ; of whom we read, Chron. 
24.20, And the Spirit of the Lord came upon RX acha- 
riah the Son of Fchoiada, the Prieft, which flood above 
the People, and faid unto them ; thus faith God, why 
tranfgrefs ye the Commandments of the Lurd, that ye 
cannot profper ?. becaufe ye have forfaken the Lord, he 
hath alfo forfaken you. 

3. Zachary the Son of Baruch, tho’ reprefented by 
Foleplus as a good Man, was yet an Unbeliever; 
and therefore we cannot be perfwaded, thar our 
Bleffed Lord wou’d rake fuch notice of a Perfon, 
who Neglected the Neceflary Terms, under the 
happy Opporuunities, of Salvation, 

We chink it not very probable at leaft, thar 
he wou'’d make fo memorable a remark on one,who 
was a Rebel ro the Roman Strate, and had therefore 
disobey’d that Command of his, render unto Cafar 
the things, that ave C.cfar’s. 

5. Our Saviour {peaks to the Body of the Fews 
in general ; and therefore, if he means the Son ot 
Baruch, it follows, that that Unbappy Perfon was 
flain by the confent of thofe very fort of People, to 
whom our Lord hadiaddre(s'd him(elf, But Fofe- 


pus tells us, that he was flain by a Party called 


Zealots, and that too in oppofition to the Body of 
the Fews, whom they treared with great int 
Tho’ the firtt Aorift be fometimes ufed for the
